The Jury Disagreement was a Severe Blow 

to John Doyle, father or Loretta Doyle, 

who Says He will. Continue Tight 



JOHN COLEGROVE DEAD 



The jury which was empanneld to de- 
cide the case of John Gallagher of Wads- 
worth on the charge of attempting to 
kill Miss Loretta Doyle, also of Wads- 
worth, was out all night Wednesday 
night in an effort to arrive at a decision 
on the caBe. The result was that this 
(Thursday) morning the jury was com- 
pelled to return through disagreement. 
The first.ballot which was taken showed 
three members of the jury were for 
freeing the defendantand the other nine 
for sending him to the penitentiary. 

After the first ballot one man changed 
his mind on the case and the remainder 
of the ballots showed ten for conviction 
and two for acquittal. Ballots were 
taken every little while through the 
night, but the result stood the same. It 
was apparent sentiment even of those 
who would convict Gallagher, that he 
should not be sent to the penitentiary 
but should be given a term in the county 
•jail. The jury was discharged Thursday 
morning. 

The state in its closing evidence, put 
on testimony to show that Gallagher 
left the dance at Wadsworth on the 
night in question, considerably earlier 
than others at the dance, that therefore 
he had time to get to the spot where 
the shooting took place; that Gallagher 
: had made various -threats to Miss Doyle; 
that he had already tried to keep him- 
self in Hiding, shown by the fact that he 
returned to his home nights during the 
time . he lived at Kenosha and after he 
had been publicly charged with the 
shooting. 

Mr. Orvis for the defense, put Gal- 
lagher on the stand and showed through 
him that he had left the dance and 
went directly to the depot to take a 
train home, that he left next day for 
Dakota, and had returned to Kenosha 
operlly, when he finished his business in 
Dakota. That if he were guilty, he 
, ' W^d never. have returned after know- 
ing that the oflicers were afier him. 

Mr. Orvis also put on a dozen or more 
witnesses to show that Gallagher's 
character had always been good. Gal- 
lagher proved quite composed on the 
stand and insisted that he was entire- 
ly innocent of the crime. 

The defense showed that the course 
of the bullets in the buggy showed 
that whoever fired the shots held the 
pistol quite low, evidently shooting with 
the intent to scare rather than to injure. 
Ajt two o'clock the attorneys finished 
their evidence ana* took an hour each 
■ for argument. Mr. Dady led for the 
state and sought to show the jury that 
• everything tended to prove that Gal- 
lagher was the one who did the Bhoot- 
irig and therefore should be found guilty 
Mr. Orvis insisted that Gallagher was 
not near the spot where the shot was 
fired that he had not sought to hide 
himself and that he should be found not 
guilty. 

It is stated that John Doyle of Wads- 
worth, the father of the girl, will see 
thatlthe case is carried through to the 
limit The disagreement of the jury 
was a heavy blow to the father, who. 
hoped to see the assailant of his daugh- 
ter Bent to Joliet for a long term of 
years. 

He asserts that when the case came 
up again he did not think that the jury 
would disagree, and if it did he would 
try to keep the case on the docket until 
.Gallagher was either sent to Joliet or ; . 
freed. 



Suddenly Exsplres at his Home Friday 
Morning, Cast of Antioch 

The friends and relatives of John 
Colegrove. were much surprised, and 
shocked when at about ten o'clock Fri- 
day forenoon, November 18, word was 
received here that he had suddenly ex- 
pired at his home east of town. 

Mr. Colegrove had been suffering 
from a. chronic case of Bright's Disease 
but at no time had he. been, confined to 
his home with it A few days ago he 
,was confined to the house with what 
threatened to be a case of pneumonia. 
However the pneumonia did not develop 
and he was thought to be getting along 
nicely until his old' trouble set in and on 
Thursday night he grew worse but not 
to the extent to cause alarm. Friday 
morning he grew much worse quite sud- 
denly and passed'away at half past nine 
o'clock just a few moments after the 
physician who was called had entered 
the house. 

The deceased was about sixty years 
of age and is survived by his wjfe and 
two children one son Eugene of this 
place and one daughter Mrs. Bert Dun- 
nill of Fox Lake," besides brothers, sis- 
ters and other relatives. 

No funeral arrangements' have as yet 
been made.

Found dead at his post of duty was 
the fate of George D. Macjc, an old 
time engineer on the Soo Line, former- 
ly the Wisconsin Central, on Saturday 
evening of last week. 

Mack was engineer on number 3, the 
fast train that passes through here, 
northbound at 8:10 p. m. As the train 
neared Wheatland, a small station be- 
tween Silverlake and Burlington at the 
rate of about fifty miles an hour, the 
fireman noticing that the whistle did 
not sound glanced at his companion and 
waa horrified to see his comrad lying 
with part of his body on the floor and 
his right hand clutching the throttle. 
He called to Mack and receiving no re- 
sponse, gently shook him, still there 
was no answer. Realizing the danger 
to the many passengers on the train the 
fireman shut off the power and brought 
the train to a !stop. An investigation 
showed that the engineer was dead, ap- 
oplexy being the cause. One of the 
brakemen volunteered to % run the train 
to its destination and after a short de- 
lay the trip was resumed. 

Mack was about sixty years of age 
and had been on the road for N the past 
twenty years. His home waa at Fon- 
du Lac, Wis. 



James Gannon, forty years of age and 
a carpenter of Lake Forest, met death 
at Lake Bluff at 11 o'ciock Saturday 
night by jumping from a fast train on 
the Northwestern. 

Gannon had spent the day in Chicago 
and was on his way to Lake Bluff to 
meet his wife, who had been , attending 
a party at Lake Bluff. He took the 
10:30 train out of Chicago, which makes 
no stops between Chicago and Wauke- 
gan. It was his plan to jump from the 
train while it was Blowing up-for the 
curve and switch at Lake Bluff. The 
train comes .from Chicago by way of 
the cut-off through Mayfair and Niles 
Center, and strikes the main track at 
Lake Bluff. 

In order to make the curve, the train 
slows up slightly, and in many cases 
stops entirely as the flag is against it 
many times. Gannon evidently expect- 
ed to drop from the train at Lake Bluff, 
meet his wife there, and return to Lake 
Forest on- the street car. 

In the same car with Gannon was 
Milton Krause of Waukegan, and he 
saw Gannon -leave his seat and go' out 
onto the platform. Gannon stopped 
there a moment and then stooped and 
lifted up the platform under the door, 
opened the door and stepped out into the 
darkness. ... 

Men in the car heard a shriek and a 
sound of a fall and then .the train was 
stopped. The trainmen, going back to 
the scene of the accident, found that 
Gannon in dropping from the train had 
struck the concrete culvert and had 
rolled under the wheels of the train. 
The body was mangled until there was 
little semblance of human form. 

His wife was notified and she hurried 
to the scene. When she arrived and 
found that her husband, who was to 
meet her, was dead, she was prostrated 
with grief and required the attendance 
of a. physician. 

It is thought that Gannon, in order to 
get aboard the train, had . purchased a 
ticket for Waukegan, intending to drop 
off the train at Lake Bluff. At the 
gates in Chicago all passengers are re- 
quired to show their tickets, and all 
who have not tickets for placeB at 
which the train stops are refused en- 
trance. 

If Gannon got aboard the train he 
would be all right, as the conductor 
will not come through the car to take 
up tickets until the train is nearly, to 
North Chicago. 

Gannon is survived by a wife and six 
children. He was a carpenter by trade 
and was president of Lake Forest union 
at the time of his death. 



The case against Charles E.' Culver, 
former agent for the E. J. & E. in 
Waukegan, charged by the grand jury 
with embezzlement of the 'J funds in 
connection with Joe Connor, who was 
also indicted, was this morning nolle 
prossed by State's Attorney Dady after 
Culver had appeared in court and de- 
manded that he be given a trial at once. 

The case against Culver, which cre- 
ated a sensation when it was returned 
to the grand jury is thus dropped and 
while the state could, if it wished, start 
another before the next grand jury, it 
is likely it will not do so but will let the 
matter drop, for, if the state had evi- 
dence on which it felt a conviction could 
be obtained, it would have proceeded at 
this time with the trial. 

.Attorney George Field, with Culver, 
appeared before Judge Wright and de- 
manded for the second time that his 
trial be held at this term of court. 
The state's attorney at once arose when 
he saw their demand was insistent and 
said he would nolle prosse the case. Mr. 
Field protested, saying that his client 
wished the case to go to. trail and that 
he resented the stigma which a nolle 
prosse of the case would leave. He 
felt he was either guilty or not guilty 
and therefore the nolle prosse proceed- 
ings toVee what the state had against 
him and to prove his innocence. 

State's Attorney Dady, however, had 
the privilege of nolle prossing the case 
and he insisted on doing so. However, 
the judge made it of record that Culver 
wished a trial and that he protested 
against the nolle prosse action. 

The disposition of this sensational 
case came as a surprise to people who 
felt it would come to trial. 

Culver, it is recalled, was agent at 
the 'J when Connor's was cashier and 
following Cornnor's disappearance, he 
remained here some time. Connor kept 
saying that somebody highter up than 
he had a lever on him and made him 
steal funds and Culver was suspected 
with' being the man he meant Then, 
at the last grand jury, the jury return- 
ed^ bill of embezzlement^ against Cul- 
ver and the public felt that the 'J had 
found something to fasten upon him. 

Culver all along said he would prove 
his innocence and it was felt by his 
friends that the railroad merely^tried to 
get him into the court in hopes that' he 
might * 'squeal" on Connor. However, 
nothing came of it, Culver retained an 
attorney and has been ready for trail, 
and not have the case merely stricken 
off in a way that left a stain. 



SAME TRAIN KILLS TWO 

One Meets Death Saturday Evening and 
the Other Sunday Evening. 

Two men met death near Barrington 
one on Saturday night and the other on 
Sunday night in a manner so similar 
that the case Beems without precedent 

Saturday night Oscar Maynard, fifty 
years of. age, was walking along the 
railroad tracks from Palatine to Bar- 
rington and was struck by a fast train 
just a short distance from Barrington. 
Maynard had been to Palatine all day 
visiting in the saloons there until, wit- 
nesses claim that he was in a state of 
intoxication. He missed the last train 
home from Palatine and so started to 
walk up the track.' The fast train 
which is due in Barrington at 10:50 
struck him full in the back, crushing 
out his life. The accident happened 
directly on the boundry line between 
Cook and Lake counties, and two in- 
quests were necessary. One wbb held 
in Cook county Sunday and returned a 
verdict of accidental death, with no 
blame attached to the railroad. The 
Lake county inquest was held Monday 
with practically the same verdict ren- 
dered. The man leaves a wife and sev- 
en children. There is considerable 
mystery about Maynard' although he 
seemed to be a sort of a vagarant, sel- 
dom working and a hard drinker there 
was an air of. refinment about him that 
years of dissipation could not cover. 
He was at one time prominent in social 
circles in New York, and at the time 
was proprietor of a large book concern 
in that city. ' 

The next (Sunday) night Mathew 
Gallagher was killed at Barrington by 
the same train. He too had been to 
Palatine and was returning to his home 
at Barrington. When the train arriv- 
ed at the station Gallagher stepped off 
and started down the track toward 
home, ahead of the train. When the 
train started he attempted to step off 
the track but evidently had miscalculat- 
ed the distance, and was struck square- 
ly from behind. He was dead when 
picked up.

LIGHTING SYSTEM 

INVESTIGATED BY 
VISITING ALDERMEN 



Mrs. Scott S. Durand, owner of the 
Crab Tree Dairy Farm at Lake Bluff, 
sold all her stock at 'auction Saturday* 
retaining only her riding mare, Kate: 
The sale, which was attended by about 
1,000 person, many of them from other 
states, netted her over $10,000. It was 
a result of the fire which on Nov. 3 des- 
troyed the barns, dairy buildings, and 
the garage of Mrs. Durand's model 
farm, entailing loss of about $150,000, 
and leaving the stock without shelter. 

The stock sold included ^.00 cows and 
heifers of fancy breed, 10 horses, 100 
hogs, and 300 chickens, all of which had 
been raised on the Durand farm. 

Following the sale Mrs. Durand an- 
nounced that work would be started 
immediately on new barns and dairy 
buildings. These will be of concrete 
and fireproof. They will be finished 
some time in Feburay, and then Mrs. 
Durand will go to the the Ise of Guensey, 
off the coast of England, where she will 
purchase several carloads of Guensey 
cows. These she will ship back to heV 
farm and she expects to have her dairy 
in operation again in June. 

With the exception of three cows 
which she called her "pets" on which 
she placed an arbitary price of $100 a 
head, Mrs. Durand's cows and.heifers 
brought an average of $80 each. 



Zibn City beliefs claimed another 
victim late Saturday night when Mrs. 
Sparks of that city died as a result of 
an attack of diphtheria from which 
several members of the family have 
been ill. 

. This is the women over whom so much 
complaint was made some time ago 
from the fact that little or no medical 
attention was given the members of the 
family for the disease. Prayer meet- 
ings were employed to ward off the 
evil spirits which were supposed to 
have caused the disease, but the admin- ^ 
istration of an ti-toxen was denied until 
Thursday, when the husband, who , 
is not a believer in any of the many 
religions of Zion, took a doctor from 
this city down. While the woman was 
delirious from the disease the anti-toxen 
was administered, but it was then too 
late for the medicene to work and the 
woman.died. 

Mrs. Sparks had been ill for about 
three weeks. Refusing medical atten-^ 
tion which her husband offered to get 
of her particular cult, and, according 
to the stories of the neighbors, the men 
and woman wept and prayod over the 
stricken woman until for into the night 

Thursday Mr. Sparks who is employ- 
ed at naval stration, took matters into 
his own hands and called a doctor from 
Waukegan. As soon as the doctor 
arrived it was evident that it was too 
late for the antitoxin to doits work, but 
upon the solicitations of the husband it 
was given. Saturday night Mrs. 
Sparks died, and now the members of 
the cult claim that it was the adminis- 
tration of the anti-toxin which killed 
the woman. 

If the matter had been left in the 
hands of Providence, they claim the 
woman would have lived. It was "the 
punishment of the husband" in calling 
in a "Medical devil" as they call the 
doctors, that killed the woman. 

Besides the husband Mrs. Sparks 
leaves three small children. 

As soon as Mrs. Sparks recovered 
from the stuper after the anti-toxin 
was given and learned that medicine 
had been given her, she is claimed to 
have said: "I have now no more desire 
to live. I never though that my hus- 
band would call in a medical devil, but 
now that he has and I have taken the 
medicine God has put me off from his 
kingdom and I want to die." One of 
the women who wept over the woman 
when she was ill is now threatened with 
the disease and has been put in quaran- 
tine. 



Members of the light and lamps com- 
mittee' of the city council of Waukegan 
together with the officials of the North 
Shore Electric company made an auto 
trip to Liberty ville and Antioch Mon- 
day night for the purpose of inspecting 
the lights which the company has in 
stalled in these two villages.

At Liberty ville tho company has in- 
stalled B\) watt 40 candle power tungsten 
incandescent series and at Antioch they 
have installed 75 wat 60 candle power. 
The members of the Waukegan com- 
mittee were desirious of inspecting the 
system here with a view to making a 
change in the lighting system of their 
home city. 

Upon reaching Antioch the commit- 
tee was tendered a banquet at tho Sim- 
ons House by the company officials.

States , Aid in Cholera Precautions 




WASHINGTON.— Dr. . William K. 
Rucker of the public health and 
marine hospital service, recently haft 
Ellis Island for Boston to confer with 
Commissioner of Immigration George 
B. Billings, the port medical staff and 
officials of tho stato board of health 
regarding tho new nnd comprehensive 
plan for guarding the United States 
against possible danger from cholera 
suspects coming from Russia and 
Italy. This plan contemplates a sur- 
veillance of Immigrants from the in- 
fected districts to their final destina- 
tion In tho United States, oven though 
it bo in a remote settlement of the 
west. Surgeon General Walter Wy- 
man and his officers have worked 
days and nights perfecting the de- 
tails and now rbell.eye that with tho 
co-operation ot state and municipal 
health authorities which they request, 
a cholera epidemic In tho United 
States would bo practically Impos- 
sible. 

The new system, which is supple- 
mentary, .to the rigorous medical ex- 
aminations now mado- provides 'for a 
registry of Immigrants from Russia 
and Italy by the immigrant Inspectors 
at each port on tho Atlantic coast. 



Tho bureau »has prepared a blank for 
the use of the inspectors whereby a 
simple system of checking and the 
writing in of tho name of the Im- 
migrant and the town, street and num- 
ber to which he Is going will make 
a complete record of his origin and 
destination. 

At tho elbse of tho day these "des : 
tlnatlon cards" will 'bo collected by 
the chief medical officer • and imme- 
diately mailed to stato boards of 
health. 

Tho state health official Iri return 
will bo requested to mall the cards to 
tho 'local boards of health. The the- 
ory Is that should a case of cholera 
break out the local officials would im- 
mediately be ablo to Identify it and 
take prompt measures, should the rec- 
ords show that . tho place harbored 
persons coming from a cholera in- 
fested district. 

The treasury department and tho 
department of commerce and labor 
havo formally approved ; Doctor Wy- 
man's plan, hence it goes Into opera- 
tion with all the force of tho govern- 
ment behind it as far as United 
States officials aro concerned. 

It should bo said that tho bureau 
has no fear of a cholera epidemic In 
this country. Tho medical examina- 
tions of Immigrants aro very thor- 
ough and in devising this additional 
system Doctor Wyman merely covers 
a factor in the situation, namely, tho 
chance- cholera bacillus carriers to 
whom no systematic attention has 
been given before. 



Ask Honest Postal Law Enforcement 




ANNOUNCEMENT is mndo at* tho 
post ofllce department that under 
instructions from Postmaster General 
Hitchcock the Inspectors "must get 
tho crooks." Whereupon every sleuth 
has put his nose to the ground and 
sought an opening to land those who 
are trying to "get something' for 
nothing" from, the people. But It Is 
also said that "they are going after 
every individual or concern whoso 
business smacks of fraud regardless 
of its size or tho Influence which may 
be behind it." 

Several days ago there came out of 
tho same department a story to tho 
effect that the inspectors were in- 
formed that they were not to "go It 
blind" and simply make cases, but 
that he would have to be ablo to 
"produce tho goods" so as to have 
reasonable grounds for convictions In 
court. 

No honest man wants to prevent tho 



prosecution of frauds and crooks. On 
tho contrary, there is a strong desire 
that all such persons should .be ap- 
prehended and punished, but there 
have been examples of great Injustice 
nnd wrong on the "part of too eager 
post office Inspectors who wanted to 
make a record and devoted much time 
to working up cases. Thoro aro also 
many people who, for revenge, or 
other cause, seek out post office in- 
spectors and try to secure fraud or- 
ders against persons they dislike or 
whoso business rivalry they fear. 

If fraud orders could bo reviewed 
In the courts it would not matter so 
much whether, legitimate concerns 
were attacked by over-zealous men 
who are told "get tho crooks," and 
went out to make records. But there 
are many little frauds who advertise 
j» business and have a little room with 
a deal table and one chair; reap a 
small harvest and make a quick get- 
away, who should be pursued by tho 
men who aro trying to* prevent the 
use of mails for fraudulent purposes. 
There is quite a field to cover by 
those who aro In earnest and do not 
feel that in order to make a name and 
reputation they must pull down big 
concerns or get "big game."

TREASURY clerks were thrown into 
a panic the other day, by the pub- 
lication in a local paper of a Btory 
describing in alarming detail how 
Frederick A. Cleveland, the business 
expert, has been whizzing : through 
the department of late, discovering In- 
efficiency right and left and recom- 
mending discharges and salary reduc- 
tions at a wholesale rate. Not only, 
on their own account;, but on that of 
their relatives and friends throughout 
tho country. 

As a matter of fact, the story ap- 
parently was made out of whole cloth. 
It has attracted attention at tho 
White House, which has given orders 
that Its origin be traced. 

The actual work of reorganizing the 
treasury department Is being done 
very slowly and quietly and without 
serious disturbance to any one. Six 
months ago the department entered 
Into a contract with Arthur Young, 



who haB made a thorough examina- 
tion of the antique accounting system 
and of general business methods. 

Mr. Young, put eight men to work 
nnd the treasury department placed 
alongside of. every ono of them a 
check of its own, selected especially 
because of his known efficiency and 
enterprise. As a result tho depart- 
ment now has in hand a staff of 
trained investigators of its own edu- 
cated by tho hired experts, whoso re- 
ports to the secretary and his assist- 
ants havo proved exceedingly valu- 
able. 

The treasury department hesitates 
to' make sweeping changes In per- 
sonnel until congress shall havo 
passed some kind of civil Borvice re- 
tirement act. Just before congress 
adjourned it had been planned to put 
through a limited retirement bill 
which *.7ould havo enabled tho depart- 
ment to retire several hundred aged 
clerks at practically a, thousand dol- 
lars a 'yoaf, but never reached pub- 
licity, much less congresB. The gov- 
ernment, however, recognizes moro 
and more the need of a retirement 
law and the president and his cabinet 
are confident they could save money 
enough from tho operation of one to 
pay the whole cost.

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EXT to a goodly supply of 
turkeys tho most Impor- 
tant " requisite for a suc- 
cessful Thanksgiving is a 
plentiful measure of cran- 
berries of Just the proper 
tart flavor. As well have 
a Thanksgiving dinner 
without turkey as without 
tho appetizing cranberry, 
sauce. However the people 
of the United States have, 
l Bcant .cause to worry be- 
cause of this feature of 
their holiday menu. It has 
been years since a failure 
of tho cranberry prop was 
reported and cranberry growers havo been so 
increasing their productive areas that despite 
tho increase in demand, duo to tho country's 
increase in 'population and other, influences, 
there continues to bo year by year a pretty 
lavish supply of the crimson berries, and most 
seasons And thorn available at very reason- 
able prices. 

Cranberries, liko so many of tho other good 
things of life, are distinctively American deli- 
cacies. To be sure, cranberries grow wild in 
somo other quarters of the globe — for instance 
in Europo', but it Is only In tho United States 
that they have been cultivated as an articlo of 
food. Even hero the growing of cranberries is 
confined largely to three -states — Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey and Wisconsin. How impor- 
tant an Industry It Is may be surmised, however, . 



from tho fact that the 
Cape Cod district in Mas- 
sachusetts, tho greatest 
cranberry, region on the 
globe, sends to market as 
many ns one-third of a 
million barrels of cran- 
berries in a single season. 
Tho average person is 
wont to term all berry 
areas "patches," but cran- 
berries do not grow in 
patches but in bogs 
and, as may bo sur- 
mised from tho name, most of these tracts aro 
located adjacent to rivers or lakes or ponds, 
so that they can bo flooded in tho late au- 
tumn and kept under water until spring. The 
berries grow on a vino which nestles close 
to tho ground in a perfect tangle, and save for 
keeping but tho weeds anil battling with the 
Insect pests," which aro numerous, the cranber- 
ries do hot require very much, cultivation or 
attention until harvest tlmo approaches In tho 
autumn. Then the cranberry grower must look 
forward. to a period of anxiety, a careful, ser- 
ious scrutiny of the weather. Ho must 
keep close watch on the weather, for if a frost 
comes ere tho crop Is harvested It will work 
sad havoc unless tho grower has been fore- 
warned and flooded his bog or built great bon- 
fires to keep up tho temperature. 1 

In years gone by the harvesting of cranber- 
ries was done solely by tho hand picking meth- 






od, much as raspberries 
or strawberries are. 
picked, -and most of tho 
cranberry picking was 
done by women and chil- 
dren. The "Cranberry 
King" used to hire as 
many as 1,100 pickers 
on his great bogs on 
Capo Cod and the pick- 
ers, many of whom jour- 
neyed long distances, 
"camped out" on tho 
bogs during tho picking 
season. The post few 
years, however, has witnessed a revolution. 
Now almost all cranberries aro picked by the 
aid of machines, and because it is tiresome 
work manipulating those machines it has come 
about that most of tho women and children" 
havo been forced out of the Industry and the 
task Is largely in tho hands of men. the more 
skillful of whom receive from $3 to $5 per day. 
Tho picking machine most extensively used 
has the appearance of a huge wooden scoop, 
tho bottom of which is made up of a row of 
metal bars, tipped with sharp prongs and set 
close together. In operation this • scoop is 
shoved, with somo considerable forco Into tho 
tangle of cranberry vines and then Is drawn up- 
ward and backward with the result that tho 
vineswhich have been caught slip between the 
metal bars but leave the berries, which ore too 
large to pass through the openings, as do tho 
vines,, and In consequence aro stripped from 
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their stems and remain in the scoop, whence 
they are transferred to the tray which each pick- 
er has close at hand. An expert picker with a 
machine will do tho work of from half a dozen 
to a dozen hand pickers. 

The cranberries as picked on the. bogs are 
placed In huge wooden boxes and transferred 
to a nearby frame building, where they are 
passed through a machine known as a "separa- 
tor," which takes out all the leaves, twigs and 
other foreign matter. Then they aro sorted for 
tho elimination of nny bad or worm-eaten ber- 
ries and finally are placed in barrels, which are 
hauled away to railroad yards to be loaded Into 
cars. to the tune of from 220 to 240 barrels 
to the car, refrigerator cars being used exclu- 
sively. Up to the present time cranberries have 
been sold In bulk, but this year sees an Innova- 
tion In the appearance of evaporated cranberries, 
for which aro claimed all the advantages of evap- 
orated peaches or apples, and In the introduction 
of cranberries put up In pasteboard cartons. 
Dearlng cranberry bogs of the most desir- 
able kind cost from $600 to $1,200 per acre, 
but In a bumper year a grower may get his 
money back the first year, and during the worst 
year the Industry has known in adecadb most of 
the growers "made from 10 to 15 per cent on 
their investment, and that, too, In spite of the 
fact that, cranberries were so plentiful that they 
brought only $2 a barrel, whereas $5 to $7 a bar- 
rel is accounted an average price, and there havo 
been years when a famine of cranberries eenfl 
tho price ud to $10 per barrel.

HE autumn of 1G21 
waned on a prosperous 
community. Plymouth, 
Mass., was both 
healthy and wealthy. 
Sickness, though it had 
destroyed one-half tho 
company of pilgrims, 
had ceased, and tho 
cropB, .as a whole, had been good, tho 
peas alone falling. All tho houses In 
the settlement had been put Into con- 
dition and a goodly stock of furs and 
prepared lumber had been made ready 
for oxport to England by tho next 
ship. The waters swarmed with fish 
and sea fowl wore abundant Tho call 
of tho wild turkey was heard In tho 
woods and the pattor of tho fleeting 
deer was nothing strange. . 

The summer was past; tho "harvest 
ended. Tho pilgrims decided upon a 
.period of recreation. Tho governor 
sent out four huntsmen, who in one 
day secured gaino to last tho. colony 
a week. Hospitality was oxtended to 
MasKaaoJt, of tho neighboring settle- 
mont, who brought 90 people with 
him. , Tho guests remained 30 days. 
Tho company engaged In roundB of 
amusements, In which military drills 
and roligious services formed a part. 
Thus, heartily and loyally, was Inau- 
gurated, the great Now England festi- 
val of Thanksgiving. For, two' . centu- 
ries It has continued to be observed, 
at first mostly' In tho eastern states, 
but it has now become national, Its 
annual roturn finding a welcome from 
boundary to boundary, both at top 
and bottom- and either, extremity of 
tho nation. 

Thanksgiving day Is peculiarly an 
American custom,, though thoro aro 
somo writers who claim that it Is not 
possible to determino the dale of tho 
first observance. John A, Goodwin, 
In his historical review, "Tho Pilgrim" 
RopubJlc," Is positive, • however, that 
tho first celebration occurred Jn tho 
fail of 1021, tills being followed In 1023 
by -tho first Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion, by the governor of Massachu- 
setts. In 1G30 thcro nrrlvod at Plym- 
outh 14 vessels, bringing with thorn 
880 colonists,, making th'e\ number 
nearly 1,200 Instead of a more 300. On 
July 8,\ 1C30, another Thanksgiving 
was hold in acknowledgment for this' 
Accession .to tho ranks of the colon- 
lain'.. The Dutch uovernors of tho Now 
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tlon by tho governors of New York 
began in 1817. From that time the 
observance gradually crept southward 
and: westward, and In 1885 Governor 
Johnson of Virginia adopted it, and 
though In 1857 Governor Wise of Vir- 
ginia declined to mako tho proclama- 
tion on the ground that he was unau- 
thorized to Interfere In religious mat- 
tors, In 1858. a Thanksgiving day was 
proclaimed In eight of tho southern 
states. 



The day had thus naturally grown 
to be a national institution of almost 
universal observance, when tho Civil 1 
war brought to sudden ripeness this 
along with many other tendencies, and 
President Lincoln put upon It the seal 
of his official proclamation. Presl* 
dent Lincoln's first proclamation was" 
in 18G2, on account of the first Impor- 
tant victory of the national arms. Ho 
issued a similar recommendation in 
18G3.

Most of tho best founded 
historians, however, glvo tho credit to 
tho Now England states. 

Tho Dutch governors of New Neth- 
erlands appointed occasional days of 
thanksgiving tin 1044, 1G45, 1G5G and 
1GC4, and tho English governors fol- 
lowed their example in 1755 and 17C0, 
and the Protestant Episcopal church 
in the United gtatoB. ; In Its. prayer 
bo oft ratlflod In 1789, recommends for, 
Thanksgiving day tho first Thursday 
in November, unless somo 'other day 
bo appointed by the civil authorities.' 
Thcro "wero also occasional recommen- 
dations .by" other religious bodies, but 
lib! regular annual recommondation by 
the governor ; of Now' York before 1817.. 
i The struggle: of the colonies for In- 
dependence marks, tho beginning' of 



general observances of days of thanks- 
giving In this country. Tho congress 
of J.777, the one which prepared the 
.articles of confederation for adoption 
by tho. colonies, adopted a resolution 
setting- apart' the eighteenth day of 
December, 1777, to be observed- as a 
day., of solomn thanksgiving and 
.praise throughout tho United States. 
WaBhlngtonr during his adminlstra- 
i tlon, issued two thanksgiving procla- 
"motions, ono In 1789 and the other in 
1795, just after, tho suppression of 
tho "Whisky, rebellion,'! , which had. 
threatened the peace of tho country, 
and •President Madison issued oho 
upon tho declaration of poace in 
1815. However, in the e?irly years 
of tho nation the rule was for the co- 
lonial custom to bo. followed and the 
proclamation made ; emanated from 
tho' governors^ Tho western states, 
Iargoly peoplo from Now England or 
New York, early followed the~lead. of 
theBo portions of. tho country. As.' wo 
havo soen, tho annual rocommenday

thankful Puritans who sat down at 
their tables one November, a few cen- 
turies ago, and mado the first Thanks- 
giving Day, never knew to what 
lengtliB they were to drive tho in- 
genuity of their poor descendants. 
But It wasn't their fault after all, that 
the preparer of the Thanksgiving feast 
today has to attend Just as much to 
tho turkey's surroundings as to the 
turkey itself. It was good enough for 
them to have a well-stocked larder 
from which could conic tho turkey, the 
celery, tho pumpkin pie, the cranbor- 
ries and all tho other goodies which 
history puts down to their credit.

"I want plenty 
of room for the ribbons and the candy 
boxes." 

It's the samo way with other daugh- 
ters of an esthetic turn of mind, rath- 
er; than a practical one, and it looks 
as If their ambitions to "make things 
look pretty" may bb realized this year, 
for there is a goodly array of Thanks- 
giving favors and table decorations of 
all kinds. 

Of course the turkey reigns; su- 
preme,, oven If it is in paper, and is 
seen In all sizes, all kinds, roasted to 
a beautiful dark brown ns tho cook- 
book Buys, or standing Important and 
majestic with its big fan-shaped feath- 
er tall high in tho air. In most cases 
tho favor turkey Is meant for candy, 
but certain now cbina turkeys -are 
mustard cups.

St Petersburg. — In 'the old monas- 
tery of KoBelsk, in the .province of 
Kaluga, Count Leo Tolstoi, tho social 
xefoiSner and novelist, who has re- 
nounced . the world' and "Who disap- 
peared several days ago, was found 
Saturday by a searching party. 

Simultaneously with tho finding of 
jtue count, his wife, overcome hy the 
desertion of her hushand, is reported 
to have twice attempted aulclfio by 
'drowning herself through a hole in 
the ice. She is In a state of collapse, 
and may not recover. 

The flight of the count has made a 
.painful impression. That he should 
desire to spend tho evening of his 
[days in solitude surprises no ono ac- 
quainted with his career, but that he 
should' deliberately desert tho mother 
of his nine children is difficult of be- 
jlief even in the light of his well- 
known eccentricities of character. 

The suggestion of a failing mental- 
ity is accepted by many in .explana- 
tion of the count's sudden action.

Fifty-one men are In Jail In Mexico 
City for acts of vandalism during tho 
riots, according to Information re- 
ceived by tho state department from 
United Spates Ambassador Wilson. 
Tho ambassador says tho streets are 
being patroled and ho doeB not expect 
further acts of violence. The Mexican 
authorities have furnished ample pro- 
tection for tho American embassy. 

Mexico City, Mex.— To guard against 
a possiblo repetition of the anti-Amer- 
ican riots, the government Friday is- 
sued orders forbidding bull fights 
next Sunday. Quiet prevails In this 
city. 

Special dispatches from Gaudahsjara 
confirm reports of violence by a mob, 
actuated by tho same unfriendliness 
toward Americans responsible for the 
demonstrations here. At Guadalajara 
a mob of BtudentB and others started 
for the American consulate, crying 
"Death to the •gringos!'" 

Tho police prevented the rioters 
from reaching the consulate bulging, 
but after listening to Inflammatory 
speeches tho crowd vented its wrath 
on American-owned property. *It 



Baltimore, Md.— An aviator dropped 
bombs upon tho deck of a battleship, 
as he circled in the air far above it 
and blew tho water craft almost to 
pieces.

Deposits in the 1,759 savings banks 
during the year Increased to more 
than $4,000,000,000. The averago de- 
positor's account was $446.22, Just 
$24.77 abovo tho average of the year 
before. There are 300,000 more sav- 
ings bank depositors than there were 
a year ago, and tho total of tho de- 
posits has swelled $357,000,000 during 
tho year. These statistics, compiled 
in the treasury for tho second time in 
tho history of American banking, in- 
cludo also tho reports from 7,145 na- 
tional banks and 16,948 state and pri- 
vate banks. 

State banking superintendents co- 
operated with the national bank sys- 
tem to make what la practically a uni- 
form report of banking conditions in 
tho -country. 

Banking capital employed In tho 
United States Increased $80,000,000 
during tho year. Individual deposits 
lu all the banks Increased more than 
$1,240,000,000, and, the aggregate as- 
sets Increased $1,355,000,000. 

The banks, however, are holding 
about $31,000,000 Jess in cash than 
they did in 1909.

Hlllsboro, 111.— Five miners wore 
killed and 18 were Injured In an ox- 
plosion In tho Shoal Creek Coal com- 
pany's mine at Panama, a mining town 
In tho southern part of Montgomery 
county. Friday. 

Fifty mon who were worliing in 
the section of the mine in which the 
explosion occurred were rescued, ac- 
cording to tho mine managers. Alto- 
gether, 350 men ware underground at 
tho time, hut 300 of them wero in no 
danger. 

Tho cause of the explosion Is not 
known. Tho dead and Injured were 
burned hy the flames of the explosion'. 
Tho mine was not set on fire.

Helmet That Mine Victims 

May Reach Surface. 

Delagua, Col.— The bodies of 35 
men wero found Wednesday In tho 
north entry of the Victor American 
Fuel company, where the explosion 
originated. Thoy wore brought out 
slowly over the debris, but not all 
wero Identified. 

"Willis Evans, engineer of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company at Prl- 
mero, gavo his llfo In tho rescuo of 
four miners taken out alive. He came 
to Delagua with tho rescue car of tho 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company. 

Tho rescuers worked their way along 
the entry and heard- tho faint tapping 
of a pick on solid rock, tho wireless 
call of tho miner. Thoy attacked the 
fallen mass of rock that blocked tho 
entry with renewed hope. When thoy 
toro through tho cave they found four 
Slav miners alive and unhurt. They 
were 2,G00 feet from the surface, and 
the passages were filled with after- 
damp. The rescuers feared to take 
the Imprisoned men to tho surface 
without helmets, and without a mo* 
ment's hesitation Evans and ono of 
tho other rescuers took off their hel- 
mets and gave them to two of the res- 
cued men and waited for tho return 
of tho rescuo part/. 

When tho rescuers returned Evans 
had disappeared. Tho rescuo party 
supposed ho had followed them out 
without a helmet and went out with- 
out searching for him. Thoy discov- 
ered he had not reached the surface 
and another party was sent In after 
him.

The margin* on 
joint ballot In, the Indiana legislature 
will not bo great, but It Is sufficient 
to insure tho election of John Wi Kern 
as successor to Senator BeVerldge. 
. Champ Clark, representative from 
Missouri and present minority leader 
In the house, Is an avowed candidate 
for Bpeaker of the Sixty-second con- 
gress, and it Is almost certain ho will 
be elected to that position with very 
little If any serious opposition. 

In the contests for state offices In 
many of the states the Democrats 
were as successful as they wore in 
the congressional field. In some In- 
stances states which were formerly 
counted. on as Btrongly Republican, re- 
versed the old order and chose Demo- 
cratic officials. 

In New York John A. Dlx, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, was elected over 
BtlmBon, Roosevelt's candidate, by a 
majority of 65,000. 

In Massachusetts Eugene N. Foss, 
Democrat, was elected governor after 
a hotly-contested campaign. 

New Jersey stepped Into the Demo- 
cratic column by electing as governor, 
Woodrow Wilson, president of Prince- 
ton university. 

Ohio re-eloctcd Judson Harmon by 
60,000; Connecticut, which was Repub- 
lican In 1908 by 44,600, elected Sim-
